An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Mr. Craig Neugeboren on 12-8-2004. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

Delete claim 22 and replace with: 

"22. The spirometer of claim 18, wherein said flow sensor is an 
ultrasonic transducer for measuring temperature, humidity and pressure." 

Cancel claims 17 and 27-30. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The independent claim 1 recites "determining a respired gas volume for the 
individual using the exhaled gas volume and a ventilatory equivalent; and determining a 
metabolic rate for the individual from the respired volume". This feature in combination 
with the remaining claimed structure avoids the prior art of record. 
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The independent claim 15 recites "determining a consumed volume of oxygen 
from the exhaled volume using a ventilatory equivalent for oxygen, the ventilatory 
equivalent for oxygen being determined in an initial procedure; and determining the 
resting metabolic rate from the consumed value of oxygen". This feature in combination 
with the remaining claimed structure avoids the prior art of record. 

The independent claim 18 recites "a processor having a memory in 
communication with said flow sensor, wherein said processor receives a signal from 
said flow sensor of flow rate, integrates the flow rate data, and determines a metabolic 
rate from a ventilatory equivalent and the flow rate measurement". This feature in 
combination with the remaining claimed structure avoids the prior art of record.
